Mr. Peari- 
man said that the most radical 
solution to the problem of 
transport within Israel, with 
its inadequate read network, 


was the expansion of railways 
for both goods and passen- 
gers, Citing the railway-faci- 
lities at Haifa Port, the absence 
of railways at Tel Aviv and 
Jafla Ports, and pointing out 
that Tel Avivs railway sta- 
tion was an hours drive from 
the centre of the city, he said 
that the authorities here were 
not yet sufficientiy “rail-mind- 
ed.” Vet a total of 334% ki- 
jometres of railroad are in 
omeration as against 158 ki- 
lometres in 1948; and 1,500,000 
passengers were carried last 
year as against 1.000.000 in 
1949. Goods inereased from 
52°, 099 toms to 700.000, and 
revenue was 11,.1.147,000 as 


against II. 692.000. But set 
this against such figures us 
the 263,000,000 passengers 
carried py the bus companies 
last year, and it looks as 
though the railways will have 
to make a much greater effort. 


Empty Seats 
Trains travel with many 
empty seats” and are poorl 


scheduted. yet a highly qua- 
lied compiler of railway 
time-tables from Central Eu- 
rope was unable to find a post 
here, and a railway engineer 
was offered a job — as a con-

It seems that for a long 
time to come we must put 
our hopes in our buses which 
carry almost 200 passengers 
to every one of the railways 
passengers.

Now the rapid growth of the 
population and development 
of the country’s communica- 
tions make the problem a vital 
lest the internal road tran- 
sport system, particularly on 
the goods side, deteriorate to 
an unsafe economic level. 


British policy has been 
working slowly and surely 
towards the coordination of 
all her transport and haulage 
systems under one central 
authority. To some extent this 
had already been done by the 
municipalities, with the out- 
standing example of London 
Passenger Transport Boerd
